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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument Maltzman 
(2002/01 07779) is nonanalogous art, it has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, 
then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for 
rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the applicant's 
disclosure is directed toward pre-auction and auction processes for the fair sale of shares of securities. The primary reference, Maltzman is 
directed toward pre-auction and auction processes and the secondary reference (Moshal 2001/0042041) is directed toward auction 
processes for the fair sale of securities including initial public offerings (Para 0096) and references EBAY and auctions (Para.
